Mr. Windsor 
directly denies that the plaintiffs are 
partners. 

The Canadian Manufacturers after 
their convention in Toronto in August, 
will proceed to British Columbia by 
special excursion, staying several days 
in Victoria and Vancouver. Thursday 
week the I?. C. branch of the association 
will meet in Vancouver to discuss the 
duty question as it affects local indus- 
tries.

The wholesale merchants and members 
of the Hoard of Trade have held three 
meetings with the Teamster's union to 
endeavor to induce them to move freight 
in the C. I'. R. sheds, as a blockade of 
freight was very seriously interfering 
with business. The master draymen 
endeavored aiso to induce the men to 
stand by their contract not to quit work 
for one" year until wages were in dis- 
pute. The teamsters, however, could 
not bo induced to move freight. The 
committee from the council appointed to 
act us mediators have succeeded in do- 
ing nothing. Mr. Marpole informed a 
committee man that the matter was out 
of bis hands; that suggestions must now 
be made to Montreal, The U. B. R. E. 
informed them that the strike would be 
over when the C. 1'. R. recognized their 
union. The barge Transfer arrived with 
24 cars of coal today for local consump- 
tion, when her crew was called out by 
the Steainboatinen's union. 

In Mr. Marpole's statement today he 
says: "We have a full staff of clerks, 
checkers and truckers and we have over 
three months of coal supply on hand."

Montreal, March 10.— Mr. D. Mc- 
INieoll, second vice-president and general 
manager of the Canadian Pacilic rail- 
way, being interviewed today in connec- 
tion witli the strike of the employees 
'at Vancouver, said: "Tbe strike among- 
our employees at Vancouver and Winni- 
peg has arisen through the suspension of 
one of our employees for irregularity. 
No notice was given us, and the strike 
'was called at an hour intended to em- 
barrass the company. The services of 
the other orders were offered as a con- 
ciliation committee, but were rejected 
by the strikers. The offer of a comniis- 
Siou to investigate the alleged griev- 
ances was also rejected by them. This 
organization, the United Brotherhood of 
iltnilway Employees, is the one which 
■caused the Canadian Northern railway 
trouble in Winnipeg last season, anil 
their leader. Mr. Estes of San Francis- 
co, failing there, is making another trial 
in British Columbia, under the ridicu- 
lous cry that we are endeavoring to 
down unionism. Our position towards 
our employees is too well known for 
(this to have any effect. Premises of 
'promotion and salary increases have 
been made by the strikers to clerks to 
'divulge confidential information regard- 
ing the company's affairs. As this or- 
der abcepts employees in any branch of 
the service, including members of other 
orders, they have induced 11 few having 
contracts with the company to break 
jthem, and are unsuccessfully trying to 
get more. All told, there are about 
two to three hundred employees on 
strike, and we are rapidly filling their 
places. The position of the Canadian 
iPacilio towards its employees is today 
•what it has always been. Every em- 
ployee knows that any grievance he may 
have will be carefully considered by 
Ithem.

Wrecked on Venezuelan Coast nnd Are 
Detained by Troops. 

AVillamstadt. Curacao, March 10.— The 
Icrew of the Porto Ricun schooner Rap- 
ido. wrecked on the Venezuelan coast, 
have arrived here. After the Rapido 
was wrecked the crew of the vessel, 
(numbering five, gained the shore, from 
which they took three days to reach

Sleamer Seen to Founder in 
Atlantic Was the Maskelyne 
—Crew Saved. 



Princess May Is Due-Kaoa fvtaru 
Leaves For the Far 
East 



According to :i Now York despatch the 
stmuuur seen to founder in the Atlantic 
ou Kebruury by the Sicilian liner Pisa, 
was without doubt tho Belgian ship 
lluskelyne, which sailed from New Or- 
leans ou December ,'U and from Newport 
News on January 7 for Antwerp. She 
becuiuo unmanageable on January 24, 
all of her fires, having been extinguished 
by water, which flooded tho stoke-hole 
and ciixiiic room. 

Ou January ;il tho British bark Crown 
of Germany, from San Francisco, took 
off Capt. Tanner and the crew of 30, 
and landed them at Queens-town on 
February 10. The steamer was supposed 
to be sinking when abandoned. 

The tale the IMsa told, when she readi- 
ed New York of the sinking of the cargo 
boat was a dramatic one. The otlicers 
of tin; German boat saw the unknown 
steamer sink. Of all the tragedies of 
the sen, none is less often witnessed and 
reported, as the New York Post tells it 
— tile wires have already brought a brief 
report. In the middle of the afternoon 
on February the Pisa was in latitude 
4U.4U, longitude 12.1;!, bucketing her 
way Westward against buttering gray 
seas. The sky was overcast and thick, 
and gray as a blanket. The otlicers on 
the bridge were bundled to the eyes 
against ,tue Hying, stinging spray. Once, 
when the Pisa was lifted to the crest of 
a great gray-green sea, the lookout, for- 
ward, descried a steamer against the 
horizon wallowing groggily in the way 
of the seas. Word was passed to the 
bridge, and through the glasses it was 
seen that the unknown was in distress. 
Some sort of a rag was fluttering from 
the rigging. .,. .^su 

Capt. Feudt put the Piso off her course 
and bore down on tho- stranger. As 
she rose and fell in the trough of the 
combing seas, it was seen from the 
bridge of the Pisa that sue was a large 
vessel, lurching heavily anil unsteadily, 
as the waves broke over her. Her after 
deck was awash, she was far down by 
the stern, and her bow was clear of 
the water. One funnel was partly visi- 
ble above the water; also the stump of 
her foremast. 

The German with eager eyes scanned 
her for any signs of life, but she had 
evidently been deserted. The life boats 
and rafts were gone. It is possible 
that the steamer's crew may have got 
oil in them. lint it is hardly possible 
that they contrived to weather the con- 
tinued heavy gales. 

While the Pisa was approaching the 
disabled steamer and while she was yet 
a mile away, the watchers saw the bow 
of the derelict rise cleanly and swiftly 
from the water, pause fur a moment, 
and then go down with dizzying speed. 
When the Pisa came up to the spot 
there was not even a bit of wreckage 
to murk where the vessel bad gone down.

Unexpected Judgment From 
a Provincial Court of 
Revision. 



KAGA MARU SAILS. 



Should the decisiou of C. G. Major, 
judge of the Court of Revision and Ap- 
peal, at Vancouver, hold good, the large 
number of representatives of Eastern 
business houses in Victoria will require 
to contribute considerably to the revenue 
of the province. 

Mr. Major continued the assessments 
made by Air. Fiigun, the provincial as- 
sessor, in the case of the Ogilvie .Milling 
Company, the Lake of the Woods Mill- 
ing Company, and the Wuterous Engine 
Company— the profits of each concern 
being assessed at ¥30,000 and the tax 
ou the profit being placed at three cents 
on the dollar. if this tax is allowed 
to stand, and is applied throughout the 
province, the added revenue to the pro- 
vincial exchequer will be very large. The 
text of the judgment is as follows: 

"The Wnterous Engine Works Com- 
pany, Limited, of ISranrford, Out., the 
Ogilvie .Milling Company, of Winnipeg, 
and the Luke of the Woods Milling 
Company, being in about tho same posi- 
tion as regards business, etc., and tak- 
ing the same line ot defence, may rea- 
sonably, ami 1 think justly be classed 
together so far, at least, as my judgment 
is concerned. 

"Alter listening to the learned counsel 
on both sides, the points raised and the 
objections taken, it seems to inc to nar- 
row down to tins, namely, whether the 
companies are transacting business in 
this province. I think from the evidence 
ol the assessor that they are. This be- 
ing the case 1 cannot see how they can 
escape taxation under section l> A of the 
Assessment Act, 1001. 

".My judgment, then, is that the as- 
sessment is confirmed subject to the 
equitable judgment between tin- assessor 
and the companies as to the amount of 
their assessment:.

A UNITED iSTATK-S FAILURE. 

There are two respects in which the 
system of government oi' the United 
iStates is a complete failure, 'foreign 
policy and the goverunient of dependent 
.peoples. In the case of foreign policy, 
thia is not 'generally recognized by the 
people of the United States themselves, 
but in the case of dependent peoples, 
they are beginning to admit that there 
is something wrong. They have now 
before tlhem an object lesson calculated 
to convince the most «/i>durate. in the 
Filipinos, the United -States has eight 
million Oriental wards. These people 
■have come through the most fiery or- 
deal to which human beings are subject, 
a mixture of war, pestilence, and fam- 
ine. The duty of the United States to- 
wards them is clear and admitted, yet it 
is impossible for the United 'States to 
fulfil its duty, and its rule is freely stig- 
matized as a complete and total failure. 
'Senator dloar recently placed his lin- 
ger upon the cause. He said: "Here 
are eight or ten million people who have 
just suffered a terrible distress from war 
and pestilence, and for whom Uovcmo- 
,Taft has recommended a measure of re- 
lief. If the American people had suf- 
fered such a calamity, we should have 
an extra session of Congress and ex- 
haust all our resources to restore nor- 
mal conditions. But for the poor Fili- 
pinos, what have wc done? Appropri- 
ated two and a hnlf million dollars— 
.a/bout 30 cents apiece for the inhabitants,

The Fifth 
Regiment goes into camp about the mid- 
dle of June, and on the expiration of 
their training and before camp is struck, 
the Duke of Coimaught's Rilles of Van- 
couver, will be brought over for a 
couple of days' drill in connection with 
the fort manning by the Imperial troops 
and the local volunteer artillery. All 
the forts and outworks about the mouth 
of this and ICsqiiiinnlt harbor will be 
fully manned and armed. The instruc- 
tion will be carried out in the most 
complete manner, and will represent the 
actual details for various services exact- 
ly as would be the case in actual war- 
fare. 

"What will add still more to the im- 
portance of this event will he the fact 
that the warships on this station will 
take part in it, in the character of an 
enemy's lleet, and will attack tho forts 
from the Straits. The whole of this 
port ion of the programme has not yet 
been arranged, and will depend some- 
what on the number of ships at Esqui- 
intllt at the time. However, the spec- 
tacle which this sham light will afford 
of an actual battle between ships and 
forts under modern conditions, will be 
well worth seeing.

"I ii vn absolutely opposed to the Car- 
negie library project. The money neces- 
sary to finance the scheme could be 
much better devoted to the requirements 
of streets, sewers, and sidewalks than 
to the accomplishment of something 
which is nothing more than a luxury in 
the present stage wf Victoria's position 

""go said' Alderman II. M. Grahame in 
an interview with a Colonist represen- 
tative yesterday. 

"I will explain my position to you 
exactly," said Mr. Grahame. "At Mon- 
thly evening's regular meeting of the 
council I announced myself as an op- 
ponent of tlie library project; and I did 
not do so without careful consideration 
of the scheme in all its details. 

"My chief objection to the scheme, is 
simply this: It is not wanted— there is 
no demand for it. On the other hand, 
there is a great and persistent demand 
for improvements to our streets, our 
sidewalks, our sewerage system, and 
service drains. And these demands are 
all legitimate. Thousands of dollars 
could be expended in meeting the wishes 
of the ratepayers in respect to actual 
necessities; but the council has not got 
the money. Would it not, then, be very 
foolish on our part to go ahead with 
the erection of an institution for which 
there is no demand, and which would 
lie a constant drain on the finances of 
i lie city? What could the council say 
afterwards to the ratepayer who asked 
for an appropriation for a piece of side- 
walk, an improvement to a street, or a 
better water service? 

But let us examine the Carnegie lib- 
rary project in its entirely as a business 
proposition. First of all, we arc called 
upon to erect a building costing $50,000 
— a building not including any furnish- 
ings whatever, save the necessary 
shelves. Now the books in the present 
library would bo entirely out of place 
in the new building, so it would be 
necessary to purchase an entirely new 
library of books. "What would that cost? 
1 think a modest estimate would be 
$10,000, if we were to get any collection 
at all decent. 

"Now we come to cost of maintenance. 
But, first of all, we must spend .$5,000 
on a site for the building; and I may 
tell yon that the estimates for the year 
will hardly stand any more paring— we 
have cut things down pretty lino al- 
ready However, we must, according 
to the terms of the agreement, spend 
£5,000 a year in maintenance. Let us 
see how far that will go and what sur- 
plus will be left for books. A first class 
librarian must be secured for such an 
institution, and lie would command a 
salary of at least Sl.'-'OO. lie would 
need at least two assistants, and their 
salaries would be, say, $000 ami $480, 
respectively. Tin? services of a janitor 
.would lie required all the year round, 
and he would have to be paid at least 
.5720. That makes the expenditure 
•S-'l.tHK) annually thus far. We would 
have to add $1,000 for fuel, light, insur- 
ance and water; and this would bring 
the expenditure to $4,000— leaving $1,000 
for the purchase of bonks. In 50 years 
the city would have expended a quarter 
of a millio : dollars. 

"If the peojdv. ..." Victoria really need- 
ed a library, i! would be much better for 
them to borrow the money, which they 
could get at -1 per cent. Thirty thou- 
sand dollars would be enough for a site 
and building adequate for many years 
lo come. But I do not believe that the 
people of Victoria are crying out for a 



huge library. I know that the Tourist 
Association is anxious that we go ahead 
with the project; but let us look into the 
tourist phase of it a bit. What do 
tourists come here for? They come here 
for rest and enjoyment — because of the 
scenic beauty of the place and attrac- 
tions of climat», The majority of them 
are wealthy people — they have left 
splendid libraries behind them; and what 
they would appreciate in Victoria much 
better than a Carnegie edifice would be 
well-kept streets, good water and sew- 
erage systems— cleanliness, tidiness and 
up-to-dateness. That is what they are 
after, and that is what we should aim 
to give them. 

"Hut to return to my principal objection 
to undertaking the expenditure at this 
time. Let me remind the ratepayers of 
Water Commissioner Uayniur's plea for 
more funds to put the water system in 
a better state of otttcieney. Mr. Uay- 
inur has asked for a large appropria- 
tion; and, without discussing whether 
he is likely to get it or not, 1 agree 
that his recommendations are sensible 
ones. Then cast your mind's eye to 
Victoria West. The Western suburb 
has many wants which ought to be sup- 
plied and would be supplied if the coun- 
cil had the money. Victoria Went has 
practically no sewerage system at all, 
and in the way of other necessities it is 
in a deplorable condition. How can we 
with any show of reason put oil" at tend- 
ing lo the requirements of Victoria 
West as far as we are able, and yet 
go and arrange for the diversion of funds 
for the establishment of a white ele- 
phant? To my mind it would be noth- 
ing short of criminal foolishness to de- 
prive the ratepayers of an opportunity 
of getting better sidewalks, better roads 
and better surface drains— all actual

An interesting meeting of the Vet- 
eran's Association was held last night 
at Pioneer Hal), when Mr. C. V. Moore 
of this city, who was one of the pay- 
masters of General Gordon's "Ever Vic- 
torious Army," which crushed the Taip- 
ing rebellion, gave a graphic, illustrated 
lecture dealing with the incidents of the 
historic rebellion. JStereoptican views 
were shown by the speaker made from 
photographs taken on some of the bttttle- 
tields of the campaign. Mr. Moore spoke 
most entertainingly of China, the great 
Taipiug rebellion, which lasted for 12 
years, and involved the death of millions, 
of the subsequent wars and previous 
wars in China, and of notable events 
connected with many places visited by 
the speaker during his residence in 
Cathay. The speaker spoke of General, 
the late lamented Chas. Gordon, so 
familiarly known as Chinese Gordon, 
who fell gloriously at Khartoum under 
circumstances which ever sadden the 
Britishers, as he recalled those stirring 
episodes with which Gordon was asso- 
ciated as the brave leader of men on 
the plains of .Northern and Central 
China. 

The Tuiping rebellion— an immense 
wave of destruction which while it last- 
ed swept away a greater number of 
Chinese than the total population of 
China— live millions having died of 
starvation and disease alone, not count- 
ing the slain in that 12 years of war, 
was at its height in the tenth year. It 
then threatened |he treaty ports and 
seemed as if it must overthrow the 
Manehu dynasty. Its course, cyclonic in 
its nature, could be traced in the de- 
population of crowded cities, towns and 
secluded villages, its heaps of dead fill- 
ing the creeks and canals, polluting the 
atmosphere, and setting' free the plague 
to carry off the starving and feeble 
fugitives. Trade and agriculture ended, 
provinces were made deserts, for like 
the locusts the rebel hordes left nothing 
in their train. The rebels pretended to 
base their movement on righteousness, 
but it was wiled, in blasphemies and the 
ii.1l ions stood aside, 

Then came Chinese Gordon, the sav- 
iour of China, and with the army of 
China he won victory after victory, un- 
til after a hard fought campaign, his 
urtijlery winning city after city, the re- 
bellion was over. Throughout the cam- 
paign Gordon carried no arms, nothing 
but a stick — bis magic wand — and now 
and then a revolver. As will be re- 
membered be chased the late Li Ilnng 
(.'hang for several days armed with a 
revolver because of the pledges the 
crafty old satrap had broken. It would 
have gone ill with the Chinese grand 
chancellor of 11 later day if Gordon had 
en ugbt him at that time. 

Views of Ihe city of Ningpo, which 
was one centre of the lighting, were 
shown. Here there were fought some 
smart engagements before the rebels 
were driven out to Shaoshing and Ililltg- 
ehow. The hill, us well as the bridge 
which spanned the river at Ningpo were 
kept off Gordon's troops for some days 
and they lost heavily. It was here that 
Admiral Itnwson, then Lieut. Itnwson 
of the Encounter, won fame. He was 
the ollleer, Mr. Moore relieved as pay- 
master of the army. Itnwson was "a 
born leader of man. In the attack 011 
the rebels at Ningpo, some fifteen hun- 
dred men wen: under his orders against 
an overwhelming mass of Chinese wdio 
blackened the city wall. A barricade of 
cotton bales on a foreign bouse near 
the wall enabled the forces under Lieut. 
Itnwson to drive the Tnipings from the 
crest of the bill, on which Uawson and 
his sailors soon afterwards effected a 
lodgment, mid [lie battle was llieirs. 
Another view shown id' the road to 
Shaoshing marked a battlefield where 
the dead bad tilled the creeks so that the 
corpses clogged the waterway. 

Many interesting views were shown, 
humpbacked bridges, striking pagodas, 
temples and palaces, the destroyed Yuen 
-Ming, the despoiled palaces were the 
French used costly silks anil embroider- 
ies of the palaces as bedding for the 
cavalry horses. Tombs wore pictured, 
and cities and palaces which had their 
place in the story of those exciting days 
in China. Iain Chi, where General Bur- 
gevine, the L'nited .States soldier of for- 
tune, fell into Ihe hands of (he Imperial 
troops and was dune In death, was 
shown. Burgeviue had joined ihe re- 
bels and was captured, lie was placed 
in a wooden rage and was being taken 
across the river when plugs were drawn 
from the lioal and lie was drowned. 
Many interesting views of Pekin from 
the Laitamen gate lo the Hall of Clas- 
sics, the Forbidden palaces, and the ob- 
servatories were reproduced, in fact the 
lecture was a most interesting one. At

Immediately after the conductor 
turned the trolly and the tiiotoriiuin re- 
versed ids levers eight masked men sprang 
from the bushes by tl'.e roadside, entered 
the ear and discharged their revolvers, ev- 
ery man being aimed. 

Officer Mendelsohn fell at the first report, 
and. as a later examination showed, Ihe 
llrst shot was fatal, having pierced his 
heart. The inotorman leaped from Ms ear 
wlih a cry of pain. .Some of the men fol- 
lowed Mm, while the remainder turned 
their attention to the conductor. lie was 
thrown to Hie floor of the car and pounded 
ami kicked until lie was unconscious. The 
men then left lilm and Joined their com- 
panions outside. 

The body of the head policeman was car- 
ried Into the police hindquarters, and 
\\ obendorfor was- also taken there. An 
alarm was sent, around the city by the po- 



lice, and In a few moments the entile «'e- 
tcetlvo department, accompanied by thir- 
teen policemen, went to the necne of tlie 
minder.

He run for the swamps near by, and when 
hi! discovered tliat Ills pursuers gained on 
Win, he laid down The murderers rushed 
by without discovering him. lie fell m 
with a policeman afterwards, who Conduct- 
ed him to the barns, wbere Chambers had 
!ibi injuries attended to.

Damage tn the extent nf $3,000 was 
dune at Seattle by the falling id' the 
monster shearleg id' the .Morau shipyards 
across the steamer Roanoke lying at 
the yards, and several people had a 
narrow escape from death. One per- 
son, .Mrs. James M'clntyre, wife of the 
steamer's mate, who was sleeping at the 
time, bad a very narrow escape. The 
shearleg demolished the upper deck cabin 
and cut away several feet of the slate- 
room in which she slept. Had the work- 
men been employed on the steamer the 
loss of life would have been large. Mrs. 
Mcltityre's escape from instant death is 
little short of miraculous. Had the 
shearleg, which is n powerful contriv- 
ance used for hoisting boilers and other 
heavy machinery in and out of ships, 
fallen live feet farther to the right she 
would never have known what hap- 
pened. As it was she escaped without 
injury, though naturally enough she was 
badly frightened. 

The crashing of the timbers and the 
sound as the shearleg cut its way 
through, falling on the deck of the big 
ship, could be heard for several blocks 
away.
